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FROM  THE  EDITOR'S  DESK 


Last  week  in  an  open  Letter  to  tlie  Editor,  Mr.  Ted  Marr, 
president  of  the  Independent  Student  Organization,  posed  a 
solution  to  a  problem  wliich  has  concerned  this  writer  for  some 
time  now.  I  would  like  point  four  of  Mr.  Marr’s  proposal  de¬ 
bated  at  greater  length.  This  point  involves  those  students 
living  out  in  town  and  the  commuters,  who  I  feel  are  NOT  being 
represented  in  campus  politics,  'fhey  have  problems  which 
do  not  concern  those  students  living  on  campus  and  the  resi¬ 
dents  of  the  dorms  and  quads  are  uninterested  in  the  various 
troubles  of  the  off-campus  students.  But  nevertheless  the  stu¬ 
dents  out  in  town  need  a  chance  to  air  their  problems  and  be 
heard. 

I  would  be  interested  in  knowing  how  Mr.  Marr  would  propose 
nominating  and  electing  those  two  senators  from  out  in  town. 
The  other  senators  could  be  elected  at  the  fraternity  and  soror¬ 
ity  meetings  and  at  the  dorm  and  quad  meetings.  But  there 
is  no  organization  made  up  entirely  of  off-campus  students. 
I  am  not  saying  there  is  not  a  need  for  such  an  organization 
because  I  feel  there  is.  1  am  merely  stating  the  situation  as 
it  now  exists. 

Now  if  someone  who  lives  off-campus  and  who  is  dissatisfied 
with  the  lack  of  ties  to  the  college  community  shared  by  the 
off-campus  students  would  organize  a  club  for  these  people 
something  could  be  done  about  alleviating  the  problem. 

A  tentative  plan  for  such  an  organization  could  be  to  divide 
the  town  into  four  sections  with  co-chairmen  from  each  area 
to  sponsor  mixers  and  dances  between  the  four  groups  and 
other  events  for  these  people.  As  it  is  now,  unless  you  belong 
to  one  of  the  social  organizations  you  don’t  really  get  together 
with  any  of  your  fellow  students  at  a  small  dance  or  function 
with  college  approval. 

Of  course,  tliere  would  have  to  be  an  executive  council  made 
np  of  representatives  from  each  section  to  decide  on  the  pur¬ 
poses,  to  set  up  the  by-laws,  and  to  keep  an  eye  on  the  fi^ill- 
ment  of  duties  of  the  co-chairmen. 

But  at  the  present  time  many  students  living  out  in  town 
are  left  out  in  the  cold  as  far  as  activities  are  concerned.  This 
perhaps  would  be  an  incentive  for  many  students  to  spend  the 
week  ends  at  school.  But,  why  should  they  stay  and  sit  in  their 
rooms  all  day? 

Other  than  this  one  point,  I  for  one,  agree  wholeheartedly 
nith  Mr.  Marr.  Maybe  there  are  other  sides  to  this  question 
which  requires  thought.  Off-hand  I  can  see  the  concern  of 
many  baling  at  the  idea  of  casting  off  another  part  of  tradi¬ 
tion  such  as  class  affiliations.  But  if  something  is  not  answer¬ 
ing  the  need  for  which  it  was  established,  something  new  must 
be  put  in  its  place. 

How  many  students  attending  this  college  are  well  enough 
acquainted  with  the  nominees  for  Student  Senate  to  honestly 
cast  a  ballot  at  election  time?  But  they  do  know  quite  person¬ 
ally  the  other  residents  of  their  dorms  or  quads  or  their  fra¬ 
ternity  brothers  or  sorority  sisters.  —US
